Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 
The present (French) mail brings advices from this port to the 
23rd January. The following summary of news is from the 
Japan Herald :— 


The Government has recently received the new kinsats which 
have been made under contract at Frankfort. We presume that 
as soon as the necessary arrangements have been made the old 
issues will be recalled, and the new paper money substituted. It 
is by no means improbable that a part of the existing paper cir- 
culation, representing the internal debt of the country, created 
by the necessities of civil war, will not be re-issued; if not re- 
deemed in cash, Government bonds, bearing interest, may be 
issued. They would be a convenient investment, and could be 
bought up, and paid off when the finances of the country are suf- 
ficiently elastic to enable such a step to be taken without embar- 
rassment. 

Some excitement has been created by a photographer here 
having taken a negative of a group of which the Mikado was the 
prominent figure at the recent ceremony at the Yokoska Arsenal. 
Application had previously been made for a sitting, but had been 
refused ; in spite of this the photographer succeeded in getting a 
couple of negatives, and advertised the pictures for sale ; when, 
however, the native authorities became aware of the proceedings, 
they applied to the photographer, who is an Austrian subject, to 
abstain from selling them, and after some official correspondence 
the negative was seized by policemen acting under the orders of 
the Austrian Minister ; it is impounded in Court until the case 
can be adjudicated on. 

We believe that we aro correct in stating that the long-advo- 
cated measure of placing the Japanese Customs under foreign 
inspection is on the point of being carried out, by the appoint- 
ment of a gentleman, now on his way from America, to fill the 
important and lucrative office of Chief Commissioner, or In- 
spector-General. In addition to this, several subordinate offices 
have necessarily been created, and which will be presently filled. 

On the return of the Embassy from abroad his Imperial Ma- 
jesty the Mikado will visit foreign countries. His Majesty will 
remain about one year. Three Japanese men-of-war will shortly 
leave here for Europe to meet the EL which left for Wash- 
ington by the steamer America, and will take the route to Hawaii 
and ports of South America, on the way to Londen. Prince 
Akidsuki and his son will leave for Europe in February. 

It is the intention, we learn, of the a nese Government to 
erect in the course of a few months a handsome Custom-house on 
the site of the present structure, commensurate with the import- 
ance of the port. The plans, designs, and estimates_for the new 
building are now in hand. 

By a proclamation in the Government Gazette we learn that the 
flag of Japan is to be altered as follows:—A red lozenge on white 
ground as heretofore, with the addition of a green band_stretch- 
ing diagonally to the lozenge from the four corners, 
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Dollars have been ranging at as high as 415 boos per hundred, 
with every possibility of reaching 440 before Japanese New Year 
—some forty days hence. Transactions amounting to nearly a 
million are daily reported at the Sho-sha. 

Government sales of Japanese rice will shortly take place, at 
which foreigners and natives will be enabled to purchase, and if 
purchased by foreigners they will be allowed to export without 
duties having to be paid in addition. 

The Government have sanctioned the suyvey of a line of rail- 
way from Yedo northwards to Oshu (Awamori). The erection of 
the telegraph across the same line of country is ordered to be 
done. : 

The Japanese onyalry have feceived a new uniform, consisting 
of a red cap, & green coat with red facings, red trousers and long 
boots, and a cavalry sword. 

The new police of Yedo are dressed in dark blue with red fac- 
ings, and a hat somewhat after the shape of that of ‘sergeants 
de ville” in France. . 

Out of 160 guards for the use of foreigners in Yedo, 120 have 
been dismissed ; the remainder are stationed at the different Le- 

. gations. : 
. The Pacific mail steamer Japan, from Yokohama January 24th, 
arrived at San Francisco on the 15th Feb. The summary of the 
news as telegraphed to New York contains nothing additional to 
that received by this mail, the date being only one day later. 


H1I0GO. 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce the following gen- 
tlemen were elected a committee for the current year :—Messra. 
A. QO. Gay (chairman), Bovenschen, Browne, Korthals, and Hei- 
mann. 

Some twenty steamers are now employed in carrying on com- 
munication between Kobé and Osaka, but as these are chiefly 
commanded by Japanese masters, in whose skill no great faith is 
placed, the completion of the railway between the two ports is 
eu looked forward to. The works are progressing favour- 
ably. 

An energetically disputed election for Municipal Councillors 
has resulted in the return of Messrs. Borse, Byrne, and Millitzer. 

Another steamer, the Zamai Yoshai Marui, has been launched 
from Messrs. Board and Co.’s yard. H.M.’s Sylvia has returned 
from a surveying cruise in the north. 

The steamer Orphan has been burned near Simonoseki, while 
on her way from Hiogo to Nagasaki. All hands were saved. 

The weather has been excessively cold. 





CHINA. 
—~j— 
TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent writes from this port as follows :—~ 

The first day of the year rises upon us here mild and beautiful. 
In the way of business there has been nothing done for some days 
past. The weather has been mild, but the roads are said to be 
so soft as to prevent carts travelling ou them ; conscquently goods 
cannot be sent any distance into the interior, Small carts, how- 
ever, can run through from Tientsin to Peking. 

A gentleman has arrived here overland from Chinkiang-fu, and 
was thirteen days on the way. Ile reports that. with the excep- 
tion of about ten or fifteen miles from Tientsin, there was no sheet 
of water or of ice visible on either side of the Grand Canal. In the 
distance to the westward he saw ice. This information proves 
conclusively that our river at Tientsin has overflown by the water 
from the plain, and upon that alone. You will remember that 
during the flood season the water covered both sides of the Grand 
Canal for nearly 700 li. Our river is still open here, and is clear 
of ice, although the water is gradually falling. A current three 
to four knots an hour keeps running down. There ought to be no 
difficulty in draining the plain when the river gets low, and it 
continues to drain as it has done. We should have dry land all 
around us in the early spring if the authorities would give some 
assistance. 

Several foreign gentlemen, assisted by native officials, havo 
lately been distributing money, collected from foreigners, among 
the poor in the villages about this, Great distress is visible among 
them, and the poor people receive with evident thankfulness the 
donations so kindly given them. Much distress also exists on the 
road from Chinkiang, but as at several parts on this line of roada 
largo quantity of grain has been stored, waiting till the openi 
ofthe canal to be sent north, it is to be hoped the poor people wi 
not be called to suffer more than they can bear. 





SHANGHAI. 

Dates extend to the 26th January ; the P. and O. mail from 
London Dec. 1 arrived out Jan. 19, and the following French 
mail of Dec. 8 was expected to arrive the same day that this 
mail left. 

On the proposed extension of the Holt Line to the Yangtsze, 
the orth China Herald bas the following :—Our readers will re- 
member that we gave this information some little time ago. Mr. 
Holt has organised a new steamer company in England, to contest 
with the 8.8.N. the monopoly of tho Tanatess. It is only right 
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and fair to say that 8.8.N. Company, considering the power pos~ 
sessed by it, has acted during the term of its virtual monopoly 
with liberality and justice. It has afforded reasonable accommo- 
dation for the public, has’ patiently listened to complaints, has 
never been accused of undue preferences; and, in a word, has 
seldom committed those faults to which monopolists are prone. 
When the tea trade of China with Europe was carried on by sail- 
ing vessels, the traffic on the river attracted but little notice, 
except amongst the houses immediately concerned. But when the 
opening of the Suez Canal threw the home trade into the hands of 
steamers, and gave a spurt to the introduction of steam on every 
possible line of traffic, the manner in which the large tea export of 
Hankow was carried down the river naturally began to draw atten- 
tion. While steamers were not unwilling to accept, for a p: 
of some ten thousand miles, rates of three or three and a-half 
pounds sterling, other vessels here were earning, from a short run 
of six hundred miles, an average of thirty shillings a ton. It was 
true there were extra expenses, but these expenses seemed out of 

roportion with the rates; and the more this conviction forced 
itself on men’s minds the more they began to look about for a re- 
medy. It was not, however, till the events of the last two years 
showed how enormous were the Pe ae of the trade, that men 
were found willing to run the risk. The gradual return to pro- 
sperity of the valley of the Yangtsze shows that a great and in- 
creasing local traffic has to be accommodated ; that this traffic is 
capable of still greater development there can be no reasonable 
doubt, and to this development we look for a prosperous time, not 
only for the new but for the old companies. 

he following items are also from the North China Herald :— 

Once again the nuisance of the Woosung Bar has been b ht 
up. The steamer Sunda had to wait for a high tide to enable her 
to cross, and the steamer Peking, from Hong Kong, was detained 
outside, unable to enter the harbour. 

We are glad to hear that the Taoutai has given his assent to 
the extension of the Yangtzee-poo-road to Woosung. Me stipu- 
lates only that the bank along which it is purposed to ca ry it 
shall not be lowered, and that amicable arrangements shall be 
made with the country people for any land required on either 
side of it. : 

The “ Chinese Giant,” Chang, has returned from his travel round 
the world. He arrived by the barque Novelty, from Sydney. He 
is dressed in European clothes, and excites vast interest among 
the native population in his walks. He has married an Australian 
wife. 

The completion of the filling out of the English Bund in front 
of the Club is now all but complete, and gives one a pleasant 
prospect of what a magnificent promenade the settlement will 
possess when the same process has been carried out all the way 
to the Jetty. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


SHanaaal, Jan. 25. 

Sudden deaths bave occurred with alarming frequency during 
the pene few months, and after a pause in the series a fresh 
shock was given to the community on the 23rd inst. by a report 
that Mr, Littledale, of Barnet’s house, had, while apparently in 
perfect health, dropped dead in his office. The main fact was 
true, but it appears that he had been ailing for a few days, com- 
plaining of headache and seediness, with inability to work, and 
it is conjectured that the rupture of a small vessel in the brain, 
with subsequent continued bleeding, brought on the fatal event. 
Littledale was very popular, in spite of, or, perhaps, on account 
of, his strongly-detined principles, which, though not shared by 
all his friends, were respected by them. By the public he was 
chiefly known as one of the champion athletes of the place. 

The Christmas and New Year festivities are nearly over, and 
by way of relaxation after the weekly balls which have for some 
time been regular institutions, we are promised a series of thea- 
tricals—English and German—and concerts by the German and 
Philharmonic amateurs. A new and ambitious experiment is to 
be made some evenings hence by the “Amateur Dramatic 
Corps,” who, pending the erection of a new theatre, are hos- 
pitably housed by their rivals of the German Club Con- 
cordia. “The divine Williams” is to appear on the Shanghai 
stage, the “Road by Gadshill” and “Room in the Boar’s 
Head Tavern,” scenes from the first part of King Henry IV., 
being the selection made. To Mr. Henry Raymur—who under 
this anagrammatic alias will be at once recognised by old Shang- 
hai and 5 eee Kong theatre-goera—is due the credit of starting 
the notion. Upon him, as “fat Jack,’’ will, moreover, fall the 
chief burden of the representation. I understand that infinite 
bene have been taken to secure success, and there can be little 

oubt of the result. At any rate the attempt ought to be wel- 
comed, for the Shanghai Amateurs are perfectly competent to 
play high comedy instend of the broad farce or burlesque which 
they have hitherto chiefly attempted. 

The French mail, which is due here to-morrow, will bring 
Chung How, on his return from his successful mission to France. 
By an early opportunity we also expect Dr. Thin, Chung How’s 
mortal enemy—on paper. The learned doctor will no doubt soon 
herald his approach by fulminations against all and sundry things 
Chinese, heried through the Evening Courier, which since his 
departure from Shanghai has been singularly tame in its utter- 
ances. Dr. Thin’s lucubrations are generally more vigorous than 
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elegant, more nervous than correct ; but, such as they are, the 
have been sadly missed by the subscribers to the evening journal. 

Talking of Chung How, I must not forget to tell you that a 
Chinaman asked me the other day how much I thought had been 
really paid to M. Thiers in order to secure his acceptance of the 
Chinese Minister's representations. I said, of course, that nothing 
had been paid, but it was quite evident that I thereby got the 
credit of ping most audaciously. However, my questioner satis- 
fied himself by saying that if that were so Chung How’s fortune 
was made, for he would assuredly bring in a long account of 
moneys expended in bribes. 

The story is naught in itself, but it shows pretty clearly what 
the opinion held in China is, as regards official integrity in Eu- 
rope, and how much credit the French are likely to gain for their 
indulgence in this particular case. Ags to its illustration of native 
official corruption nothing need be said. The whole subject of 
the Tientsin Massacre, Chung How’s legation, d&c., &c., is now 
nearly eye out here,and beyond a passing notice, the Minister’s 
return will probably elict no fresh burst of public opinion. ButI 
have no doubt that M. Thiers’s gross blunder in admitting Chung 
How to a personal audience, while the representatives of Foreign 
Powers at Peking are contemptuously excluded from the Im- 
perial presence, will have its effect in making the Chinese more 
atiff-necked than ever, and will remove any doubts as to Foreign 
inferiority which may have been left behind by the English apo- 
logy for the Formosan affair, by the French fiasco in the Corea, 
and by the equally ridiculous exhibition made there last year by 
the Americans. 

In sober truth we have to blame ourselves for the greater part of 
Chinese “cheek.” I believe that even now the big-wigs at Poking 
believe in the immeasurable superiority of China to all the na- 
tions of the earth as implicitly as they did in the old Canton days 
of Governor Lin. On our part we do everything possible to main- 
tain that belicf. Our hope—tell it not in Gath—now is that 
some special impertinence may be offered to tho North-German 
Minister, and then—Bismark to the rescue! But this last is, of 
course, in confidence, and of course you won’t think of publishing it. 

Nobody who has read the Shanghai papers for the last few years 
can ha ve failed to observe the constantly recurring complaints of 
failure of justice, according to forcign ideas, at the Mixed Court. 
Without pledging myself to admiration of that extraordinary tri- 
bunal, let me give an instance in which, whatever is to be said 
about the question of law, the question of common sense as 
between the English Supreme Oourt and the Mixed Court must 
be decided in favour of the latter. A batch of coolies employed 
in one of the newspaper offices suddenly struck work, and 
left at the moment when the paper was ready for delivery. 
The manager had the men up before the Mixed Court, one of the 
Consular interpreters (American, as it happened) sitting as as- 
sessor. The native magistrate, with the assessor's approbation, 
decreed that the culprits should forfeit a month’s wages. Nothing 
loath, the manager refused to pay when pay-day came round. 
Thereupon the coolies summoned him before the English police- 
magistrate—a young gentleman who lately, during an absence 
from Shanghai of about eighteen montks, scampered through 
enough law to obtain his call. The decision in this casc was that 
the manager could not for any offence stop wages already earned, 
although, in fact, the Court to which the plaintiffs were alone 
amenable had mulcted them in a fine to the amount of their 
bbe The absurd part of the business is that then the cr 
Palice Court took upon itself to reverse the decision of the Mixed 

Court, a tribunal with which it has nothing on earth to do. It is 
due to the Mixed Court to tell this little tale to its credit. 

Change and improvement in the external appearance of 
Shanghai are rapidly going on, although we hardly notice them 
unless wo leave the settlement for awhile. The most note- 
worthy in progress at present is the gradual extension of the 
English bund to a line with the magnificent French bund. No 
extensivo operations have been undertaken, but as opportunity 
offers the foreshore is filled in, and already a considerable impres- 
sion has been made upon this eyesore. 

Nobody kuows what the permanent arrangements at the Eng- 
lish Consulate will be. Mr. Medhurst is expected to resume his 
post about May. Meanwhile, Mr. Davenport is Acting Consul, 
and Mr. Alabaster actual Vice-Consul. Mr. Hewlett, also a 
Vice-Consul, was recently ordered here from Foochow, and ru- 
mour has it that Mr. Hughes may be sent to take charge until 
Mr. Medhurst’s return. Bs the Consulate is already much over- 
eee Mr. Hughes’s arrival*wonld necessitate one or two re- 
movals. 


HONG KONG. 

We have advices from this port to the 1st February ; the P. 

and O. mail of 15th Dec. arrived Jan. 27. 
Another of the civil cases arising out of the now notorious 
conspiracy ”’ trial came on for hearing on the 29th Jan.,on a 
petition filed by Lee A-cheong, the defendant in the first action, 
under Ordinance No. 3 of 1858, whereby it was prayed that Abdool 
Mouasa, tho plaintiff in the first action, shodild be restrained by 
injunction from further proceeding with the said action; that he, 
Lee Acheong, might bo ordered to pay the sum of $7,191.36, 
claimed from him therein by Abdool Moussa, into Court; and that 
it should be referred to a jury to determine to whom the goods, 
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in respect of which the sum of $7,191.36 claimed by the said 
Abdool Moussa belonged. The Acting Attorney-General objected 
to the application, and, after some discussion, the Court ordered 
that the money claimed by Abdool Moussa, the plaintiff in the 
first action, should be paid into Court with costs ; that all further 
proceedings should be stayed ; and that the money should remain 
in Court to abide the result of Writs of voreee Attachment, 
if properly issued by the plaintiffs in the second, third, and fous#h 
actions. 

An official announcement of the Commission appointed to 
inquire into the condition of the police appeared in the China 
Mail of the 1st Jan., when evidence or suggestions for the in- 
creased efficiency of the force were requested. We observed, also, 
that the Editor of the China Afaw offered his evidence on some 
points named in His Kxcellency’s memorandum, and, in order to 
be able to give his opinion with the greater confidence, applied 
for copies of the “ Reports and Suggestions of Messrs. Deane and 
Rice.” The Commissioners expressed themselves as willing to re- 
ceive the Editor's evidence, but they declined cither to forward the 
documents for his inspection, or to allow him to peruse them. 
The question is—upon what ground this point, on which his Ex- 
cellency formally invited evidence, is thus closed ? 

The Yacht Race for the Douglas Challenge Cup came off on the 
29th Jan. The holder (Vaiad) was a yacht of great power and 
speed, and to beat her in a strong breeze and sea was no easy 
task. Her competitors on this occasion were the Naomi, Loiterer, 
and JVave, the first-named of which proved to be the victor, the 
Naiad coming in second, by little more than two minutes. The 
first Douglas Challenge Cup was won by Mr. Hawke in the May- 
flower in 1867 and 1868, and consequently became his propery. 
The present Cup has been now raced for five times, and has been 
ye thus :—1869, Wave; 1870, Mosquito; 1871, Naiad ; 1872, 

‘aomi. 

By this mail we have received the China Mail’s “ Report 
of the Conspiracy Case,” comprising the whole of the facts, the 
comments of the local press, and the evidence —with all of which 
our readers must be by this time so familiar that we need not 
repeat any part of it. 

The following paragraphs are from the China Mail :— 

Gossip is taking liberty with very high names indeed. His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, it is confidently said, is going home in May, 
accompanied by the Ifon. J. G. Austin, present Colonial Secretary, 
and by his (¢.e, H.E.’s) private secretary, Mr. Russell. The Hon. 
C. Smith will, it is rumoured, succeed to the Colonial secretary- 
ship, and Mr. Tonnochy will be promoted to the position now so 
well filled—as a magistrate—by Mr. Russell. Rumour is silent 
as to the disposal of Mr. May. The most important feature of 
this change is, of course, that which relates to his Excellency. 
Who is to be his successor ? 

The examination and exhibition of the Government Central 
School took place on the 30th Jan. Several gentlemen inte- 
rested in the prosperity of the school, together with a few ladies, 
were present, and the pupils of the first class were examined in 
reading, spelling, geography, and algebra, the Rev. Drs. Legge 
and Eiteland Dr. Pottinger, R N., taking part. It was gratifying 
to observe the wonderful accuracy of pronunciation evinced by 
many, notwithstanding the fact that there were Japanese, Portu- 
guese, Chinese, and Parsces, all cagerly endeavouring—and succeed- 
ing too—to overcome their national difficultics of expression and 
enunciation, The oral examination (which is tov often the weakest 
andleast satisfactory feature of such an exhibition) was most satis- 
factory, especially that referring to geographical knowledge. These 
latter portions of the drill were conducted by Mr. Steward, head 
master ; by Dr. Legge; and by Mr. Willcocks, second master, 
Nearly the same course was followed in the Junior School, which 
is conducted by Mr. A. Falconer, third master; and here the 
translations from English into Chinese was, considering the 

outhful appearance of the boys, very creditable. The writing 
books of some of the boys in this department were exceedingly 
meritorious, especially one by a boy of only a year’s training. 
I.E. Sir R. MacDonnell was present for some time during the 
proceedings. 

It appcars that, on the application of Mr. C. D. Williams (whose 

appointment as U.S. Consular Agent at the new port of K’uinchow 
in Hainan we recently noticed), to the Viceroy of Kwangtung to 
take the necessary steps to open that port to foreigners, his Ex- 
cellency refused to move in the matter, saying he had no 
instructions from Pckin. News has since been received 
from Peking that the Imperial Government, in _re- 
sponse to a representation on the subject by H.E. Mr. Low 
intimated that the necessary instructions have been sent to the 
Viceroy, and that no further difficulty need be anticipated. 
. The German members of the community have completed their 
new club building. A dramatic entertainment is to be given in 
celebration of the event. A large number of visitors have been 
invited, and, from all that is said, we judge we may look forward 
to @ great treat, the talents of the German amateur dramatists 
being well known. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices to the 9th February ; the P. 
and O. mail, with London dates to Dec 29, arrived out on the 
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3rd, and the following French mail of Jan. 5 on the 7th Feb. 
The Straits Times contains the following items of news :— 

We are sorry to hear that Major McNair is so ill that his medi- 
cal advisers have ordered him to seek an immediate change to a 
cold climate. Major McNair is well known amongst us, and the 
cause of his departure will be much regretted. We trust that 
before he leaves the Government will be alive to the necessity of 
taking such steps as will ensure proper supervision, during his 
absence, over the large number of convicts now in our jails. 

We understand that a Mr. Campbell from Ceylon has been ap- 
pointed by Lord Kimberley to act as Lieutenant-Governor at 
Penang during the absence on leave for twelve months of Lieut.- 
Colonel Anson. Why should not an officer of this Government 
have been selected to act at Penang? On the occasion of Mr. 
Cairns going home on leave, the Auditor-General was sent over 
to Malacca, and we all know that Mr. Charles Irving reir oed 
his dutiesas Acting Lieutenant-Governor right well. Why should 
he not have been appointed to act at Penang? The next thing 
we may look for is to find the Government searching amongst the 
military for ambitious sons of Mars to fill vacancies in the Civil 
Service ; and if such should be the case, we may safely say that 
the public here will not pass over any such attempt to make the 
colony a victim to the schemes of private or party interests. 

In noticing the appointment by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies of Mr. W. A. Pickering as Chinese Interpreter for the 
service of the Government of the Straits Settlements, we were 
under the impression that he was merely one of the Colonial- 
office cadets, several of whom have already been sent out here as 
“interpreters.” We are happy to learn, however, that the ap- 
pointment under notice is an exception to the rule, and has been 
made solely with reference to the gentleman’s qualifications and 
the wants of the colony. Mr. Pickering is, we are informed, a 
gentleman formerly in the Chinese Customs service, who resigned 
his appoirtment on account of conscientious scruples. He is an 
able Chinese scholar, and writes and speaks the Jangunee fluently. 
He went home, and was specially recommended to Earl Kim- 
berley for the service of this Government by Mr. Douglas, an 
accomplished Chinese scholar, who is at present in England super- 
intending the publication of a comprehensive Chinese dictionary. 

The opium-shop murder case occupied the Court for two days, 
when Teo Ah Pah was indicted for the murder, on Oct. 23rd last, 
of a coolie, in an opium shop kept by one Lim Ah Lak in North 
Bridge-road. Mr. Aitken prosecuted, and Mr. Aitchison defended. 
This murder was committed during the riots. The principal wit- 
ness was Lim Ah Lak, keeper of the opium shop. The jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. The verdict surprised moat of those 
present, as the summing up was generally considered very favour- 
able to the prisoner. As it was, the Chief Justice passed sentence 
of death, but we believe this was only formal. 

The annual general meeting of members and subscribers of the 
Agri-Horticultural Society was held in the Exchange Rooms on the 
6th Feb., H.E. the Administrator in the chair. The report, which 
was adopted unanimously, showed a balance of $603.42 to the 
credit of the society, and the revenue for 1872 is estimated at 
asimilar sum. During the past year the lake has been drained, 
cleared, and deepened at the upper end, and the orchid house and 
fernery approach completion. It having long been obvious that the 
gardens cannot be rendered really useful to the settlements, and 
generally to the advancement of botanical knowledge, until they 
are under the control of a thoroughly qualified scientific botanist, 
and as the existing income is inadequate for that purpose, ana 
plication was made to Government for an increase of the grant in 
aid, from $1,200 to $2,500 per annum. This application was very 
favourably received by the Executive, but four of the un-official 
members of Council stated that they would not at present support 
any further grant to the gardens whilst so many other works of 
public utility were lacking funds, and it was useless for the Com- 
mittee to press the matter further, though they have by no means 
relinquished the project. 

If any positive argument were needed against the present 
Court-house, it was afforded on the 2nd by the undignified spec- 
tacle presented during a heavy squall, when the Chief Justice, 
after asking for an umbrella, was obliged to suspend the pro- 
ceedings, leave his seat, and take shelter below his bench at the 
Registrar’s table from the deluge that came pouring into the 
open verandah behind him, the spray from the falling rain even 
wetting the jurors in the jury-box. A screen has since been put 
up behind the Judge’s chair, but though useful it is not orna- 
mental. 

The Marine Court of Inquiry into the loss of the British barque 
Burlington has decided that the certificate of the master, McGee, 
should be suspended for three months, the Court being of opinion 
that he had not exercised proper judgment and caution.

IMPORTS. 


YOKOHAMA.—The market was steady and fairly active. An extensive 
business had been transacted, especially in Grey Shirtings and Cotton 
Yarn. Metals were firm, 
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SHANGHAI.—There had been little change in the market. The busi- 
ness done during the week had been small, and for the moet part 
speculative. Of Grey Goods—except T-Cloths and English Sheetings— 
the natives have bought very sparingly, and in T-Cloths their purchases 
had scarcely amounted to an average; the high prices demanded 
had deterred native dealers. Grey Shirtings: The rates paid for 
lbs. had been irregular, ranging between Tls. 1.9.8. and Tls. 2.0.5 for 
Dewhurst’s Eagles, according to the time of clearance. Foreign specu- 
lators had been the chief operators, and they had directed their attention 
almost exclusively to that chop. The natives had bought only to satisfy 
immediate wants. 7 lbs. to 8 lbs. had been asked for at a shade over 
last quotations, but few had changed hands. White Shirtings: Sales 
of between 7,000 and 8,000 pieces reported on the basis of Tls. 2.10 per 
piece for good ordinary G4-recds. T-Cloths: High prices asked had 
restricted business, still a fair quantity had been placed, and the market 
closed with an upward tendency. The sales made give the following 
rates :—MT, 7 lbs., Tls. 1.60 to 1.62 per piece; 6 Ibs., Tis. 1.44 to 1.46. ; 
T, 7 Ibs., 1.44 to 1.46; 6 Ibs., 1.25 to 1.26 per§piece; 8 Ibs., no change. 
Metals.—Nailrod and Bar Iron: About 5,200 bundles M.M. Nailrods 
had beon disposed of at Tls. 2.6) to 2.70, and 20 tons of Bars at Tls. 
2.65. Telegraphic advices quoted higher rates ruling in England, and 
had caused the majority of holders to act with continued firmness.

about by favourable news from Hong Kong and smaller supplies of grain 
than usual at the same period in former years. The latene-s of the 
rainy season alone accounts for the latter circumstance, for during the 
past week arrivals became already more regular, and brought prices 
down from $2.05 to 1.95 per picul. Tonnage in harbour is now very 
gmall, but on the other side all the ready Rice has been shipped off and 
fresh supplies, owing to the Chinese holidays, will again be insignificant 
for some time, and hardly sullicient to fill up the few vessels still left. 
Latest telegrams from China report $2.65, low prices here can therefore 
not be expected till this country is sufficiently supplied with grain. We 
quote to-day $1.98 equal to 8s. 1d. f.o.b. per picul. Hides: Supplies of 
Cowhides are very insignificant and prices firm at $13}; Buffalo are 
offered at $7.90 to 8 per picul. Horns find buyers at $8 good average 
size. Gamboge: The season is over and nothing remains on the market.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

(March 7th.) Mr. James Ware asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, whether, nave regard to our increasing trade at the Port of 
Saigon (the number of vessels under the British flag which entered 
and loaded thence for various ports being—according to the London 
and China Telegraph—247 during last year), it is the intention to 
transfer to, or appoint a paid Consul thereat, in succession to Mr. Cas- 
well, a merchant at that port, who has resigned.—Lord Enrretp in 
reply stated that in January last Lord Granville pointed out to the 
Treasury that in view of the increasing commercial importance of the 
port, it was desirable to appoint another consul in succession to Mr. 
Caswell; bat the noble earl added that he was anxious to suspend the 
appointment until the labours of the committee had come to an end. 


MR. CALDWELL’S APPOINTMENTS AT HONG KONG. 

(8th.) Mr. R. Fowner asked the Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies whether Mr. Caldwell, who was dismissed from the office of 
Registrar General of Hong Kong in 1862 was nowa sworn interpreter 
in the local courts; whether in that or any other capacity he had been 
employed for the Crown; whether he was accepted by the late Go- 
vernor as agent for the licences of the gambling monopoly ; and whe- 
ther he was not a proprietor of coolie barracoons. The hon. member 
said he understood Mr. Caldwell was charged with being an accom- 
plice of a notorious pirate, and was dismissed from his office after an 
investigation by the Duke of Newcastle, then Colonial Secretary. 

Mr. Kwatcaputt-Hucessen (Under-Secretary for the Colonies) 
said that Mr. Caldwell was a person who married a Chinese woman, 
and had been for many yeara extensively employed by the Chinese at 
Hong Kong. Some years ago that gentleman did occupy the position 
of Registrar-General at Hong Kong, and at that time charges were 
brought against him by Mr. Chisholm Anstey, then Attorney-General 
there. The charges were for the most part disproved, and ended in 
the discharge, not of Mr. Caldwell, but of Mr. Anstcy. Sufficient 
evidence, however, was brought forward to call for further inquiry into the 
conduct of Mr. Caldwell. It turncd out that he had rendered consider- 
able services to the Government in the detection of piracy, but the story 
was that he got his information from a notorious pirate; and the view 
the Commissioners took was that Mr. Caldwell’s intimacy with this man 
was of such a character that it was not proper he should be retained in 
Her Majesty’s service. All the sworn interpreters in the local courts, 
with the exception of one Portuguese, were native Chinese ; but some 
time igo a supernumerary list of interpreters was added, and the Chief 
Justice, in whose hands these appointments rested, placed Mr. Caldwell’s 
name upon thelist. Mr. Caldwell had, however, never acted in that capa- 
city, and, indced, the fees were so small that, having a great deal of em- 
ployment from the inhabitants of Hong Kong he was not likely to take 
up that business. He had not been employed by the Crown in any 
capacity since the period of his dismissal from the service. Ycars ago 
he was employed by a Chinese firm to negotiate with the Government 
for the monopoly of the gambling houses ; but for a long time a differ- 
ent system had been in vogue, and the licences had been let to the 
highest tenderer. Barracoons, in the sense in which the word was 
used at Macao, in connection with the slave trade did not exist at Hon 
Kong. By law a person who chartered a ship for the cmigration o 
coolies to the British colonies was bound to provide proper depots for 
the emigrants, those places being under the strict surveillance of thé 
Government, and it was possible that Mr. Caldwell might be the 
proprietor of one of these depots, though {t was very doubtful, as nd 
buildings were permanently so used. 

Mr. Eastwick considered the explanation satisfactory, but wished 
in justice, to say that Mr. Anstey, subsequently to his recall, received 
a letter from the Duke of Newcastle acknowledging that he had per- 
formed a great public service. 


BRITISH TROOPS IN JAPAN. ; 

(8th.) Mr. 8. Arroun inquired of the Government by what treaty 
or convention this country had acquired the right of maintaining a 
military force in Japan, what number of troops, if any, were now sta- 
tioned there, and moved for a return of the number of troops and 
marincs stationed in Japan during each year from the ratification of 
the treaty with Japan in 1859 to the 31st day of December, 1871, 
together with the sums expended in conveying such troops to and 
from Japan, and -maintaining them in that country. The hon. 
member contended that the acquisition of territory in distant parts 
of the world only tended to weaken our strength as a military Kuro- 
pean nation, as it necessitated our maintaining garrisons in dif- 
ferent countries. This it was, in his opinion, which prevented us 
obtaining an efficient army of reserve. There were two ways in 
which territory might be acquired. The first was by treaty, and the 
second by the indirect method, namely, by entering into some arrange- 
ment With a semi-barbarous nation, which led to complications and 
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ended in war, the result being an acquisition of territory which it re- 

uired large garrisons to enable us to retain. The treaty which Lord 

gin concluded with Japan in 1858 was entered into by the Japanese 
under the pressure of an overwhelming force, but there seemed to be 
no stipulation in it for the maintenance of an English force in that 
country. About six years ago the hon. member for Aberdeen had 
asked the noble lord now Chief Secretary for Ireland, who was then at 
the War Department, whether it was intended that troops should be 
kept in. Japan permanently, and the answer was that they would be 
shortly removed. He (Mr. Aytoun) believed, however, that there was 
atill a garrison there, although the House had received no intimation 
on the subject. ' 

Lord Enrrecp (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) said there would 
be no difficulty in supplying the returns so far as the Admiralty and 
War-office were concerned, but he would explain the circumstances 
under which a British force had heen stationed in Japan for the last 
ten yeare. That force, which had varied very much in number, was 
not stationed there under any convention or treaty, but solely for the 
protection of British life and property, and to see that the treaties 
entered into were fairly and properly carried out. This appeared 
from a despatch sent by Earl Russell, when Secretary of State, to Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, in which he pointed out the uncertainty of the 
state of affairs in Japan at that time. Matters had since much im- 

roved in that country, and at present the force was reduced to 800 
ritish marines and 300 French. There was reason to hope that in @ 
short time, perhaps in the course of next year, if the state of things 
contued on the same footing, our force might be withdrawn from 
apan. ‘ 


The motion for the returns was then withdrawn. 


ALLEGED MASSACRE OF NATIVE CHRISTIANS IN JAPAN. 
(8th.) Mr. A. Eagrton asked the Under Secretary of State for 

Foreign Affairs if any information had reached the Foreign-office in 

regard to alleged wholesale massacres of native Christians in Japan. 


Lord EnFievp replied that information had that day been received 
to the effect that sixty or seventy heads of families profeasing the 
Christian faith had been removed from the villages in the neigh- 
bourhood of Nagasaki and taken in steamera to other parts of the 
country. The officials at Yedo have expressed regret at this condoct 
on the part of the local authorities, and had sent officers to make in- 
quiries into the cireamstances of the case. The Foreign-office had no 
information as to atrocities or cruelties practised on any individuals.

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


The Eastern Budget's correspondent at St. Petersburg writes as 
follows :— 


“Conaiderable dissatisfaction has been produced here by the news 
that the Chinese Government has taken steps to re-establish itself in 
Kouldecha—a territory which Russia now claims as her own in virtue 
of the victory she gained there last year. It appears that the Chinese 
Governor of Kobdo, Yun-Zinan, has received instructions from his 
Goverument to proceed to Kouldscha, with a staff of officials, in order 
to take possession ; and the Government paper of Peking has at the 
same time announced that an amnesty would be given to the rebels, 
adding that China would expect to be supported by that part of the 
population which had remained loyal to her rule. It is not yet known 
whether these events have come by surprise on the Government here, 
and if so, what course it would pursue in the matter. The Russian 
chauvinists are of course furious, especially as they anticipate that 
China will not take the slightest notice of the Russian claims, and 
that the Russians will simply evacuate the country without a word of 
objection. They strive hard to prove that such a retreat would be in- 
compatible with the honour of Russia and her interests in Central Asia, 
and urge that for the sake of humanity Russia ought to maintain her 
position in Kouldscha so as to protect the insurgents from the ven- 
geance of the Chinese. Moreover, it is alleged that China has so many 
difficulties to contend with at home, that she would find it practically 
impossible to maintain her footing in so distant and rebellious a pro- 
vince. On the other hand, the possession of Kouldscha would be in 
the highest degree advantageous to Russia. Her commerce would no 
longer be dependent on concessions by the Chinese Government, 
which have proved extremely unreliable, and she would be enabled to 
secure access for her goods into China and the whole of Southern Asia.” 


THE COOLIE TRAFFIC IN THE PACIFIC. 

The Bill for the prevention and punishment of criminal outrages 
upon natives of the islands in the Pacific Ocean, brought into the 
House of Commons by Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessea and Mr. Forster, 
empowers colonial courts to try and punish British subjects for kid- 
napping natives of the above islands; to issue commissions for the 
examination of witnesses ; to authorise commanders of Her Majesty’s 
ships to obtain the attendance of native witnesser, and to convey 
them from and reconvey them to the islands in which they live, and 
to remunerate such witnesses. Certain British officials in any of her 
Majesty’s possessions are authorised to scize suspected ships, and 
British Vice-Admiralty Courts are to have full power and authority to 
try the charges upon whieh such vessels have been seized, and to 
condemn the vessel and cargo as forfeited to Her Majesty, or to order 
them to be restored with or without costs or damages.

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GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, March 6. 
It cannot be denied that Prince Bismark possesses as fertile a concep- 
tion of grand ideas as he has hitherto been fortunate in their execution. 
We haveall heard from time to time of that great desideratum of a penny 
ocean postage between Europe and America, and many of us have felt 
much disappointment at the wet blanket thrown on it by the various 
Governments, whilst others looked upon it as a chimera emanating 
from the brain of a maniac. The German Chancellor of the Empire 
certainly does not deserve to be called a madman, and yet he has gone 
a step farther and originated a plan for an international postage for 
the whole of the globe. I may here mention that the scheme 
entered his great mind nearly two years ago, but on the break- 
ing out of the war with France he had more important and 
pressing work cut ont for him to do, and he was obliged to postpone 
bringing forward his proposal till more quiet times. Though nothing 
of an official character has yet transpired on the subject, some 
particulars havo leaked out in various quarters, and putting them toge- 
ther a rough, but imperfect, idea may be formed of the principal features 
ofthe plan, which I combine as follows :—The one single postal terri- 
tory is to comprise the whole of Europe, including Russia in Asia, the 
Parkish possessions in Asia, Egypt, Algeria, the Spanish possessions in 
the north of Africa, the Canary Islunds and Madeira, as well as the 
United States, and the British provinces in North America. The 
postage of a single letter from any one State in this complex to any 
other in the same, to be fixed at 20 centimes if prepaid, and 40 centimes 
if not paid beforeband; to which, however, an additional charge 
of 20 centimes may be added, provided the letter be conveyed 
more than three hundred nautical miles by sea. There are only 
to be two rates recognised —a single letter welghing less than 
fifteen grammes, and a double one from fifteen grammes up to a hall- 
pound, as is the case now in Germany, and the states of the German 
postal union. Newspapers and other printed matter, as well as samples 
if packed according to the regulations now in force, to be charged ten 
centimes fur every forty grammes, subject to the same addition of twenty 
centimes for sea-postage if above 300 miles of sen. Megistered letters 
areadmissible throughout the Union, and are chargeable with a registering 
fee of twenty centimes, without reference to weight. For pre-payment 
the stamps of the country where the letters are posted must be used ex- 
clusively, and the moncy so obtained is kept by each country, obviating 
the necessity of keeping accounts with other etates. No claim for 
freedom from postage can be allowed, not even in the case of Govern- 
ment despatches or the correspendence of crowned heads and other po- 
tentates. Postage for the transit of mail matter through intermediate 
states to be everywhere abolished. Those states of the proposed Union run- 
ning mail steamers to other countrics—for instance to the Brazils-—tone- 
gotiate postal treaties, in which all the other states of the Union partici- 
te equally. The above stipulations do not alter or limit the postal 
Jegislaton of other states of the union, and their internal arrange- 
ments ore not interfered with till the letters cross the frontiers. 
The above may appear crude and imperfect, and no doubt will re- 
quire much alteration and have to pass through many phases before it 
ean be suid to be ripe for general acceptance; but the idea is 
well worthy of consideration, if found to be capable of being worked 
up into a tangible and definite form. The Chancellor further proposes 
to convene what may be termed a general CEcumenical postal Congress 
of delegates from all the States composing the proposed union, in order 
to heur their wishes and suggestions, with the view of amalgamating 
all the different systems into one homogeneous mass. It is said —but 
I know not with what amount of truth—that the Prince, before invit- 
ing the rcepective Governments officially to send delegates to the Con- 
3a, has instructed his diplomatic agents and Consuls to communicate 
he rough idea to the different Governments to whom they are accre- 
dited, and to sound their views in a quiet, private, and non-official 
manner. 





HOLLAND.

The entréc of the new Minister of the War Department Into Parlia- 
ment was somewhat disappointing, and fears are entertaincd that he 
will adopt a policy as wavering and hesitating as that of his pre- 
decessor with regard to the important military measures, which must 
tend to wholly reorganise our army and means of defence. Of course, 
the general opinion is that Mr. Delprat has maturely considercd these 
questions before accepting the portfolio; and the liberal and cnergetic 
measures he took tu extirpate old abuses bave raised hopes that we had 
at last obtained an energetic Minister. The answer given by him when 
he was interpellated about this matter has, however, created a good deal 
of astonishment. It was naive in the highest degree. The Minister 
declared in plain words that he wished to obtain the opinion of the 
Chamber upon the Military Reorganisation Bills before he should 
develop his views. I need not add that the Chamber answercd that 
the Members’ duties were to judge of the importance of Bills, but that 
they were not charged to do the Minister's work, excepting in cases 
where they took the initiative. And it was resolvd that the military 
Bills should not be examined in the sections after the Minister had 
declared that, although he would adhere to the general principle laid 
down in them by his predecessor, he had not yet formed a precise 
- opinion with regard to the detoils of the Bills. He wished that 


they should be examined at once in the sections, but this, as | 
I have said, the Chamber refused, and thus the measures are | 
jostponed, which explains the general disappointment. The Chamber |

Perhaps these details will tend to convince the public that their purses 
must be opened liberally to assist the unhappy victims. Upto this mo- 
ment the subscriptions have realised only a very poor amount. 

The newspapers are filled every day with accounts of the projected 
national festival on the lst April. It will be a general patriotic move- 
ment. His Majesty will attend the festival in Brielle, and I hear that 
he will in the following month of May visit the provinces of Groningen, 
Friesiand, and Drenthe.

The weather hag been alternately fine and wet throughout the week, 
but several nights have been frosty, which has had the effect of imparting 
a somewhat more active tone to the grain market.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, March 2. 

On the 24th February Mr. Barros e Cunha, deputy for the Algarve, 
expressed in the Chamber his desire for information from the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs concerning the claims which, from the motion made 
in your House of Commons by Mr. Fowler, and from the reply thereto 
of Lord Enfield, might be inferred to exist in connection with the traffic 
of coolies carried on from the port of Macao; and, in fact, the language 
in The Times, perhaps because The Times enjoys a Godlike irresponsi- 
bility not vouchsafed to mortal Governments, interprets as a menace 
that which is but a history of the difficulties with which both the Portu- 
guese and the English Governments have struggled, during many years , 
against the tricks of Chinese pirates and European speculators in 
order to repress that shameful traffic, and at the same time to protect 
legitimute Chinese emigration. These difficulties might perhaps be re- 
moved if the two Governments could agree to act in concert, but, in the 
meantime, it is hardly fair to throw upon the Portuguese the whole of 
the blame for those abuses and disasters which the English, with all 
thelr power, have been unable to prevent. The Government is preparing 
to answer Mr. Barros e Cunha, and it seems likely, from the turn the 
discussion has taken, that the debate will become general.

JOINT-STOCK ENTERPRISE IN CHINA. 
“THE prospectus of the new Bank has been issued.” So 
runs the news in the Worth China Herald, received by last 
mail from Shanghai. The title adopted is similar to that 
started by the late Montgomery Martin, who launched in 
1865 an institution under the name of the “ Imperial Bank 
of China,” with very flourishing predictions on paper, which, 
it was soon found, would not bear the test of actual working. 
The concern was amalgamated with the “Bank of Hindus- 
tan,” also one of the productions of that company mania 
set afloat by Mr. CosterTon, formerly manager in China for 
the “ Chartered Mercantile Bank of India,” and who, like his 
bank, is now numbered with the dead, the losses on the work- 
ing of the concern amounting to a million sterling. We trust 
that the “ Bank of China” has a better fate in store. We 
hear that there is a difficulty respecting its registration 
under the Limited Act, as that could be done only at the 
British Colony of Hong Kong, but we think it a mistake to 
put these companies under the Act at all. The shares should be 
of such a nature as to be within the compass of all the share- 
holders, should misfortunes render it necessary to call up all 
the subscribed capital. If this condition be included in the 
prospectus and articles of association, viz., that the liability 
of the directors and shareholders is limited to the subscribed 
capital, no further risk is entailed by them. In the case of 
a Chartered Bank, such as the Oriental Bank, the liability 
extends to double the amount of the shares. We pre- 
sume the “Bank of China” is intended to be of a local 
and personal character, to deal with some of the short loaus 
daily arranged by the Chinese traders, and not for exchange 
operations or to encourage share speculations, which most 
assuredly would bring the concern to grief. The large in- 
crease of joint-stock enterprise in China has been a source 
of anxiety to all responsible merchants engaged in the trade. 
The facilities afforded to clerks and other subordinates is 
extremely prejudicial, and it behoves the heads of firms 
to strictly forbid any such operations, which are the sure 
forerunners of defalcations and similar disasters. We would 
also avail ourselves of this opportunity to caution managers 
of such companies, that more care should be exercised to 
prevent the transfer of shares to irresponsible persons. The 
result of the operations for the year and dividend, should also 
be more carefully protected against leakage and forestalling 
the market. 


THE ABDOOL MOOSSA CASE. 

Tue Hong Kong Daily Press appears to have fomented its 
wrath against Mr. PauncEerorE in reference to his manage- 
ment of the local cause celébre—the Aspoon Moossa con- 
spiracy case—until it has taken shape in an article so feeble 
that we certainly think our other Hong Kong contemporary 
the China Mail need not have expended two columns and a 
half in demolishing it. Everybody is agreed that the con- 
spiracy in question was one of a kind about which there 
could be no doubt, and the frequency of which exercises an 
influence most prejudicial to commerce. Mr. PauncEFoTE 
as Attorney-General took the case up with a spirit which it 
is to be regretted that none of his predecessors had shown in 
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similar occurrences before. That Mr. PAUNOEFOTE rendered 
great public service by this course no single person has ven- 
tured to deny ; for it has probably struck a death-blow to a 
vicious system of sham commerce and real swindling. It 
would be idle to reopen the arguments which we gave in our 
issues of December on this subject. Nevertheless, we may, 
erhaps, be pardoned for extracting a short passage in 
which the China Mail incontrovertibly “shuts up” the 
captious opponent who waited till Mr. Pauncerore had left 
the Colony before he attacked him again. It is this :—“In 
“ the course of the civil cases he was retained in, he applied to 
“ the Chief Justice in open court to relieve him from the double 
“ duty he was called upon to perform, and allow the solicitor 
“ for the creditors’ to take his brief, which the Chief Justice 
“ declined to do, there being no necessity for such a course.” 


OUR LISBON CORRESPONDENT. 

WE call the attention of subscribers to our correspondent’s 
letter from Lisbon, which we have arranged for in the 
interest of our readers at Hong Kong and Macao, and to 
give our Portuguese friends the opportunity of relieving 
themselves from the odium which now attaches to them 
in the continuance of the coolie traffic at Macao. We 
trust our correspondent will not miss: any opportunity of 
attaining this desirable end. It is evident that the 
Portuguese Government has been roused to action in 
consequence of the debate in the House of Commons, 
Our correspondent is in error in regard to the posi- 
tion of the British flag—we have stopped the traffic from 
Hong Kong. The Portuguese Government must at once 
realise the fact that it is quite impossible to stop the chica- 
nery of Chinese brokers in procuring coolies, and that there 
is no way of putting a stop to this vile traffic—which is 
alike an injustice to the Chinese Government and disgraceful 
to the Portuguese—but by the prohibition of the despatch 
of vessels from Macao. The European speculators in this 
traffic in human flesh are as bad—nay worse—than the 
Chinese crimps they employ ; and to any one who knows 
anything of the treatment the poor coolies receive in Cuba 
and the Chinchas the matter is simply horrible. Let the 
people of Macao rouse themselves, and shake off this foul 
scandal. 


Tue “Papers Relating to the Foreign Relations of the 
United States for 1871” bave just been published at the 
Government Printing-office at Washington. So far as regards 
the field in which our readers are more immediately con- 
cerned, the principal subjects of interest are the American 
views of the Korean Expedition and the Missionary 
Question in China — on both of -which we have 
from time to time given full reports. With re- 
gard to Japan, the chief points touched upon in the 
correspsndeuce published are the assassination of Bri- 
tish subjects, and the arrival of General Capron and his 
suite, with the restrictions with regard to the appointment 
of Diplomatic and Consular Agents (citizens of the United 
States) to places under Governments to which they are ac- 
credited. Mr. De Lona’s despatch on the qualities and in- 
equalities of Consuls is admirable. The volume contains a 
mass of official correspondence relating to every other 
country, and is a compendium of valuable information for 
all who are interested in the position which the United 
States are taking with regard to the rest of the world. 








Messrs. C. anp A. Baztn’s “Return of Traffic for the 
Year 1871 through the Suez Canal ” has just been published 
by Messrs. Cory BroTHErs and Co., of Leadenhall-street. 
We have from time to time given so many of the statistics 
contained in the present publication that it would be super- 
fluous to recapitulate any more than the totals. These, 
however, will be some guide to capitalists who may be 
invited to take shares in the new undertaking, if, as 
is reported, it should be about to be Anglicised. We 
give the following list with the greater pleasure because it 
shows the preponderating importance of the Canal to the mer- 
chants of our own country. In the course of last year, 761 
vessels passed through the great Canal ; of which 496 were 
British, 67 French, 67 Austrian, 30 Turkisb, 20 Egyptian, 
46 Italian, 6 German, and the remaining 29 made up from 
all nations. This was an advance on the previous year of 
270 vessels, of which no less than 177 were British. 
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We refrained from publishing in our last the accounts re- 
ceived from Japan of the persecution of Christians, believing 
that the statements, which emanated from the Nagasaki 
Gazette, were grossly exaggerated. We now find by one cor-

respondence by this mail that such is the case. 
that the paper in question is under the influence of Roman 
Catholic priests at Nagasaki, and the converts were said to 
be of their order. The statement made by Lord Enriezp, 
which will be found in our Parliamentary Intelligence, re- 
veals the truth. Reference has also been made in Parliament 
to our troops in Japan. 


THE Vice-Consul at Yedo, Mr. Donen, has forwarded to 
the Foreign-office a letter from the Superintendent of 
Telegraphs, stating that the lines at present at work are as 
follow :—Tokeio to Yokohama, Gaimushio (Foreign-office) 
and Kinchi ; Osaka to Kobé and the Royal Mint. The 
works in course of construction are :—-Tokeio to Nagasaki, 
Nibon Bashi, Hougoo, Rioomoku, Bashi, Hasakusa, Koba. 
shio, Akabane, and Yotsusga. The above extensions will 
probably be all completed in the course of six months. Fur- 
ther extensions have been ordered, but have not been com- 
menced. 


WE are glad to see that a remonstrance has been made by 
the new Chief Justice of the Straits against the condition of 
the Court at Singapore. Amid the extravagance which has 
characterised the local government, it is certainly a scandal 
that some portion of the large expenditure has not been de- 
voted to the improvement of the law courts of the colony. 


WE notice that Mr. Waite has brought the matter of 
the Saigon Consulate to the notice of Parliament, and our 
friends interested may rely that he will follow up the matter. 
We are now waiting to know what arrangement Mr. Cas- 
WELL has made as to his successor. 


Hlonetary and Commercial, 


Tenders for £600,000 in bills on India were received on the 6th 
inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—To 
Ualcutta, £337,500; to Bombay, £200,000; and to Madras, 
£22,500. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11d. on 
all the Presidencies. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at ls. 11d. 
will receive about 22 per cent., and on Bombay at 1s. 114d. in full. 
A further falling off in the demand for remittances to the East is 
apparent. 

Bar Silver shows a tendency to advance, owing to a demand for 
India and the absence of supplies; Fine bars are quoted at 
6s, Ofd. Mexican dollars are scarce as regards the old coinage, and 
the price, therefore, is very firm at 5s. 1d. The new coinage being 

more offered, is easier, and may be quoted as 4s. 114d. per ounce. 
The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company (Limited) was 
held on the 5th inst., Sir Daniel Gooch, M.P,, in the chair. The 
report, which was unanimously adopted, showed a net profit, 
including a balance of £13,776, to the amount of £122,481. Of 
this £22,410 has been appropriated to the payment of an interim 
dividend of five per cent., and £89,640, being at the rate of 48s. 
per share, or 20 percent., will be divided, making, with the amount 
already paid, a total dividend of 25 per cent., free of income-tax, 
the balance, £10,431, being carried forward. The retiring directors 
were re-elected, and Mr. J. B. Wanklin was elected to a seat at the 
board, increasing the number of directors to eight. 

At the meeting of the Société du Cable Transatlantique Fran- 
gais (Limited) a dividend of 6 per cent. was declared, making, 
with the dividends already paid, 12 per cent. for the year 1871. 
The directors were also authorised to lay a new Atlantic Cable, 
and to raise the necessary funds by theissue of 20.000 new shares 
of £20 each, and of debentures to an amount not exceeding 
£500,000. The shares are now offered to the present share- 


holders at par, but it is not the intention of the board to issue 
the debentures at present. 


The London agent of the Great Northern Telegraph Company 
Mr. H. G. Erichsen, informs us that the traffic for th month of 
February on the Company’s amalgamated lines has been as 
follows :—On the European lines, telegrams 32,979, revenue, 
92,242 fes. (against 29,066 telegrams, and 83,033 fes. in 1871). On 
the China Japan lines 2,039 telegrams, revenue, 82,998 fcs. It

Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Cv., in their Circular, dated Lyons, the 
2nd inst., say :—‘‘ Consumption being supplied for immediate wante, 
the transactions throughont February have remained the more limited, 
as this time of the year is generally marked with inactivity. It must 
not be forgotten, also, that political intrigues of various partics, in 
shaking confidence in the future, have, since a month, brought de- 
pression upon trade in general. However, the opening of the spring 
season for the gale of Silk piece goodg, if favoured with a propitious 
weather, and coapled with the appeasement of political quegjions will,
